TRAFFIC 

Lower speed limit 
for rat-run rejected 

A PROPOSED 20mph speed limit on a 
‘rat-run’ road has been rejected by council 
officers. 

Kings Road in Sedgley is plagued by 
traffic problems, according to Sedgley 
UKIP councillor and MEP Bill Etheridge. 

He put forward plans for a 20mph speed 
restriction and a 7.5-ton weight limit after 
carrying out a survey of residents. 

Dudley Council has agreed to undertake 
a traffic survey to assess the benefit of the 
weight restriction but has ruled out reduc¬ 
ing the speed limit.

WEST Midlands Police needs 
to get its priorities right - that 
was the view of an MP after 
plans were revealed to close 
five police stations across 
Dudley borough. 

Bases in Dudley, Stourbridge, Hale¬ 
sowen, Netherton and Kingswinford 
are all earmarked for closure under 
proposed budget cuts. 

Two MPs have hit out against the bombshell, 
saying they will fight to save their stations. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris has launched a petition to fight the clo¬ 
sure of Halesowen Police Station. 

“West Midlands Police needs to get its pri¬ 
orities right,” said the Conservative MP. “The 
proposals do not make sense and I will be fight¬ 
ing them tooth and nail.” 

His petition is online and a paper version will 
be available at his constituency office. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has already 
campaigned against the closure of the front 
desk at Dudley’s main police station. 

The Labour MP said: “We all know savings 
have to be made but these closures are a direct 
result of the Government’s decision to hand 
West Midlands Police disproportionate cuts 
— that are twice as deep as places like Surrey. 

“We fought hard when they were closing the 
front desk to the public at Dudley earlier this 
year, presenting a petition signed by 2,200 local 
people to Parliament, and taking our case to 
the policing minister, the chief constable and 
the Police and Crime Commissioner. 

Push 

“It’s now more important than ever for local 
people to add their name to our petition so we 
can push the Government, Dudley Council and 
West Midlands Police to find a way of keeping 
police based in the town.” 

Chairman of West Midlands Police Federa¬ 
tion Tom Cuddeford said: “These closures are 
a direct result of the Government’s cuts. We 
appreciate the difficult situation the force is in, 
it needs to balance the books due to pressures 
of the ongoing budget cuts. 

“While these offices many not be open to the 
public, officers work from them and host meet¬ 
ings there. The closures will take officers fur¬ 
ther away from the communities they serve.” 

But Stourbridge MP Margot James said 
protecting the jobs of police officers was most 
important as she revealed she would not be op¬ 
posing a move to shut the town’s police station. 

Miss James said: “I am not going to oppose 
the move but that doesn’t mean to say I’m not 
concerned. I think it’s important the police 
have a presence in Stourbridge. 

“I would be interested to see alternative 
plans. I don’t think it’s going to close for a cou¬ 
ple of years and if a suitable premises can be 
established in Stourbridge that would be ideal.”

ANIMAL lover Michael Dunn was confused 
when he heard what sounded like a meowing 
sound coming from his car. 

His Mazda MX5was stripped down and in¬ 
vestigated by mechanics, yet there was still no 
sign of a cat that could be making the sound. 

But then on Wednesday morning last week, 
having been kept awake the night before by 
a cat’s squeals, he opened up his bonnet and 
there was a seven-week-old kitten. 

But still the search was not over as the 
frightened feline darted back below the en¬ 
gine. 


Another mechanic was called and eventu¬ 
ally the cat was rescued, having survived a 
week living in the car’s engine. 

Mr Dunn, an engineer from Lower Gor¬ 
nal, had first suspected he had a moggy in 
his motor seven days earlier when a family 
of cats had run out in front of his car in Ham 
Lane, Kingswinford, and then kittens ran un¬ 
derneath the car. 

He said: “A cat and two kittens ran out in 
front of the car. I stopped to let them cross 
the road. We found the other kitten. 

“We stripped the car’s filters off and 


everything. But then when I was driving I 
could hear a cat meowing and when I was in 
bed I could hear it and thought it was coming 
from my car. Everyone said I was imagining 
things but my neighbour said he could hear 
it too.” 

Having been eventually tracked down, the 
kitten - which has been christened Lucky - is 
now living with Mr Dunn and his wife Gail at 
their home in Orchard Road. 

The 44-year-old father-of-four believes he 
drove around 150 miles with Lucky under the 
bonnet.

Morrisons shelve 
new supermarket 

MORRISONS has shelved plans to build a 
new supermarket in Kingswinford, which 
would have created 300 jobs. 

The supermarket giant had intended 
to demolish its existing store and build a 
replacement next door. But plans for the 
store in Stallings Lane have now been put 
on hold, the supermarket firm confirmed. 

The decision comes just weeks after 
Morrisons announced two stores in 
Sandwell were among 11 earmarked for 
closure after revealing a slump in profits. 

Morrisons was originally given permis¬ 
sion to replace its existing store in King¬ 
swinford in 2013. 
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New homes plan for health centre site 


MORE than 100 homes will be built on the der¬ 
elict site of a former health centre in Wordsley, 
under new plans. 

NHS Property Services has submitted an ap¬ 
plication for 129 homes on the empty Ridge Hill 
Hospital site - eight years after homes were first 
mooted. 

Most of the current buildings on the site, in¬ 
cluding the Keeling Centre and Shousters House, 
which are currently empty, would be demolished 
as part of the proposals. But the existing Ridge 
Hill Centre LIFT building, Pens Meadow School 
and bungalows and residential accommodation for 
assisted living would be retained. 


Councillor Derrick Hemingsley said: “I think 
this is excellent news. We’ve been waiting for 
something to happen here for a long time. The 
grounds have been left as a sort of wilderness. 
This application is positive news for the area. 

“My only concern is the impact on the highways 
network around that area. I think this needs to 
be looked at by the developer. But overall I am 
supportive.” 

Plans for homes to be built at the site were first 
lodged back in 2007 but did not come to fruition. 
In 2011, plans were backed by Dudley planners for 
144 homes, relying on improvements to the junc¬ 
tion of Brierley Hill Road and widening of the ex¬ 


isting Ridge Hill access road. But this fell through. 

The application states: “In its current form the 
site does not contribute to the local area, land¬ 
scape or open space network. 

“The proposed development will re-establish 
an active use of the site and a new community to 
benefit from existing open space, which will con¬ 
tribute towards local provision and be better used 
by local residents.” 

When the plans were initially unveiled, NHS 
Property Services spokesman Jeremy Peters said: 
“Disposing of property that is no longer required 
by NHS commissioners enables reinvestment in 
improved NHS services.” 


Edwards gets pride of 
place in town's heart 


HE is one of Dudley’s most 
loved footballing heroes 
and now Duncan Edwards’ 
statue has been given new 
prominence in the heart of 
the town. 

Members of his family were 
among scores of people who at¬ 
tended a re-dedication ceremony 
last week. 

The Manchester United and Eng¬ 
land star’s statue has been repo¬ 
sitioned as part of a revamp of the 
town centre. It would have been Ed¬ 
wards’ 79th birthday on October 1 
and he remains a legend to many in 
the Black Country. 

Duncan’s cousin Keith, 78, at the 
ceremony said: “It means a lot to all 
of us. We come down here twice a 
year, on the day Duncan was born 
and the day he died. The whole fam¬ 
ily are so proud.” 

The statue has been moved across 
the market place to the Castle Street 
side as part of a £6.7 million revamp. 

Coachloads 

Three coachloads of Manchester 
United fans travelled to Dudley for 
the special service. 

Brian Mulholland, from the Man¬ 
chester United Supporters Club, 
said the re-dedicated statue would 
become a pilgrimage site for thou¬ 
sands of Manchester United fans. 

Mr Mulholland, 65, said: “It’s a 
credit to the town, Dudley Council 
and especially to Duncan’s family. 

“I was only eight when he died so 
don’t remember him when he was 
playing but I’ve seen the videos and 
heard all the stories. 

“I met a chap today who went to 
school with Duncan and he said he 
probably would’ve been one of the 
greatest footballers ever.” 

A new plinth on the statue was 
unveiled by Mayor of Dudley Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Waltho and Duncan’s 
third cousin, 12-year-old Connor 
Devlin. 

Duncan Edwards died aged 21 
from injuries sustained in the 1958 
Munich air disaster.

Agency bill 
for borough 
schools is 
nearly £5m 

ALMOST £5 million was spent on agen¬ 
cy staff at schools across Dudley in a 
year, figures reveal. 

Schools forked out thousands of 
pounds on providing cover during 
2014/15. Casual workers were brought 
into to cover sickness absences and ma¬ 
ternity leave. 

The figures, revealed under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act, did not include 
academies, which are run independently, 
but related to primary and secondary 
schools, special schools and nurseries. 

Teaching cover cost £3.8m, while over 
a million spent on support staff. Expend¬ 
iture can also cover full-time teachers 
covering other lessons or weekends. 

Thorns Community College in Brier- 
ley Hill spent most on agency staff dur¬ 
ing the period, paying out £336,000. 
This was followed by the Priory Primary 
School which spent £193,000. 

Other big spenders were the Pens 
Meadow Special School in Stourbridge, 
which spent £172,000, the Brier Special 
School in Kingswinford, which paid out 
£154,000, Dudley’s Hillcrest Secondary 
School, which spent £132,000, and Col¬ 
ley Lane Primary School in Halesowen, 
£118,000. Old Park Special School in 
Brierley Hill spent £232,000 on other 
support staff, while the Coseley School 
paid £135,000. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, boss of chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “School governors 
and head teachers manage their own 
budgets and make financial decisions 
in the best interests of pupils and the 
whole of the school.” 

Cruel yobs kick 
a cat to death 

A CAT has died after it was kicked like 
a football by a group of cruel yobs in 
Coseley. 

Three hooded youngsters - thought to 
be aged between 13 and 15 - carried out 
the attack while laughing at the helpless 
black feline in Ivyhouse Lane’s junction 
with Mount Pleasant Street. A passer-by 
intervened and the yobs ran off. 

The male cat was taken to a vet follow¬ 
ing the attack at 10.30pm on September 
25, but he died from internal injuries the 
following day. 

The RSPCA is now appealing for in¬ 
formation and hoping to trace the cul¬ 
prits. Vicki Taylor, of the RSPCA, said: 
“This is a horrific case of animal cruelty 
and the cat would have suffered hugely.”

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Nearly one 
thousand 
temp jobs 
at council 

NEARLY 1,000 staff are being em¬ 
ployed on temporary contracts by 
Dudley Council. 

The 978 employees hired by Dudley 
Council are paid on average £11.52 
per hour, well above the national min¬ 
imum wage of £6.50. 

The majority are employed by the 
authority to work in schools across 
the borough. A total of 462 temporary 
staff work as either teachers or teach¬ 
ing assistants. 

Other roles include administration 
assistants, library assistants, park 
rangers and social workers. 

The authority was criticised in June 
when it emerged it was forking out 
£800 a day on employing an interim 
chief officer for children’s services. 
The council has twice tried unsuccess¬ 
fully to fill the post. 

Necessary 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet 
member for corporate and customer 
services, said: “The work of the coun¬ 
cil is very varied and sometimes it is 
necessary to use temporary staff, such 
as seasonal staff who are required to 
work at specific times of the year, or 
those filling a statutory role which 
cannot be left vacant.” 

She added: “We employ temporary 
staff on occasions until a permanent 
member of staff can be found to fill 
the role. 

“In all instances we ensure that the 
right person is taken on for the role 
to ensure we continue to provide first 
class services for borough residents.” 

Dangerous drug 
stolen from van 

POLICE are warning about a poten¬ 
tially lethal drug that was stolen from 
a pharmacy van which was driven 
across the Black Country before being 
dumped in Wolverhampton. 

The van was taken from Gough 
Road, Dudley, just before 10am on 
Thursday, then found a short time 
later in Bradley. 

Two prescriptions were found to be 
missing, one of which was for the an¬ 
ti-cancer drug methotrexate. 

Police say this drug is extremely 
dangerous to touch and could cause 
serious injury or even death if in¬ 
gested by children or animals. 

The 16 yellow tablets are in a small 
brown click-lock bottle.

Concern at impact of office block sale

EYESORE office block Cavendish 
House in Dudley is to be sold at auc¬ 
tion - sparking fears major regenera¬ 
tion plans could be thrown into doubt. 

It is the latest twist in the long-run¬ 
ning saga over the future of the dere¬ 
lict building in the town centre. 

The office block has been given a 
guide price of between £1.2 million 
and £1.5m and is to be sold through 
property consultants Allsop. The 
auction will be held on October 20. 
Dudley Council said it did not believe 
the sale would impact on Avenbury’s 
proposed £50m Porters Field project. 


Bosses from Abstract, the firm that 
owns the building, confirmed they 
had decided to sell the site. 

Director Chris McPherson said: “If 
we could have found a way to make 
this work we would have. We origi¬ 
nally purchased the building with the 
intention of building a health centre. 
Planning permission was granted but 
then the NHS went into its shell and 
we were left holding the baby.” 

Mr McPherson said they had been 
approached by supermarket chains 
and had submitted an alternative ap¬ 
plication which had also been granted. 


But then Avenbury Developments 
submitted plans which led to delays. 

“It seems the council is more in 
favour of the Avenbury scheme,” he 
said. “We have been approached by 
parties interested in perhaps refur¬ 
bishing the building so decided the 
time was right to put it on the mar¬ 
ket.” 

Conservative group leader Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley said: “I cannot be¬ 
lieve the sale of Cavendish House will 
have no impact on the planned regen¬ 
eration scheme. Everything hinges on 
what happens to that building.” 


Bid to create magic 
spell led to flat blaze 


A LONELY man trying out a ‘magic 
spell’ in a bid to make new friends 
accidently set fire to his flat in Dud¬ 
ley instead. 

Duane Thurstance says he was given 
instructions at a magic shop to set fire to 
a life-size cardboard cut-out of a televi¬ 
sion character, which he later did at his 
flat in Broad Street on July 25 last year. 

The 26-year-old who has mental health is¬ 
sues and cerebral palsy walked out of the build¬ 
ing and failed to tell anyone what he had done, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

When the room erupted into flames, other 
residents in the block of flats were forced to flee 
to safety outside. The property suffered £3,000 
damage as a result. 

Thurstance, who admitted an offence of 
arson reckless as to whether life was endan¬ 
gered at an earlier hearing, was found by police 
a short distance away from the scene after peo¬ 
ple in the area provided a description of him. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said: “He 
admitted that he had started the fire and told 
the officers he was practising witchcraft to ob¬ 
tain a friend. 

“He started a fire so that an appropriate 
image would appear to him. That didn’t hap¬ 
pen so he left it. It was a life-size cardboard 
cut-out of a character from a TV series.” 

He told Wolverhampton Crown Court that 
at the time the defendant was in breach of a 
community order for a robbery in 2013. 

Candles 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, said: 
“This offence arose after he was told by people 
who should have known better at a magic shop, 
that the spell would help him to meet people he 
could call friends. 

“It consisted of setting down candles in cir¬ 
cles and burning a small photo of somebody in 
a pot placed in the middle. Needless to say it 
was not successful. He says he only intended to 
singe the cardboard cut-out.” 

Mr Cadwaladr continued: “In this particular 
case I submit that his culpability is not very 
high. He is receiving effective treatment from 
two NHS nurses. He needs structure in his life 
and is getting that at the moment. His problem 
is that he is vulnerable.” 

Judge John Walsh said it was a ‘troubling’ 
case. He sentenced Thurstance, now of Wilbra- 
ham Court, Moat Road, Walsall, to a three-year 
community order.

Family's 
tributes 
after car 
tragedy 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a car enthusiast who died 
when his vehicle smashed 
into a tree and lamppost be¬ 
side the Birmingham New 
Road in Dudley. 

Craig Griffiths got out of 
the car after the crash but 
then suffered a cardiac ar¬ 
rest at the scene. Paramed¬ 
ics treated him and he was 
taken to Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital where he later died. 

The family of Mr Griffiths 
has released a picture of him 
with his five-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. 

In a statement, the heart¬ 
broken family said: “He was 
a quiet and shy young man 
with a cheeky, infectious 
smile and he would do any¬ 
thing for anyone, always put 
others first.” 

The 26-year-old from 
Netherton was described as 
a brilliant father. 

The crash happened near 
the empty King Arthur pub 
at around 10.20pm on Sep¬ 
tember 29. No other vehicles 
are believed to have been 
involved. A passenger, aged 
26, suffered minor injuries 
and was taken to hospital 
for treatment. 

Floral tributes have been 
placed at the site by friends 
and family.

Call for action after raids on homes 


BURGLARS are targeting homes in 
Pensnett with residents reporting a 
series of break-ins taking place dur¬ 
ing the day and at night.

In a lot 
of the cases panes of glass are being 
removed from windows allowing the 
burglars to get inside the properties. 

“Understandably people are very 
concerned.

Bedroom tax benefit 
cut causes debt misery

MORE than half of the thou¬ 
sands of people in Dudley 
borough who have been hit 
by the so-called bedroom 
tax are currently in rent ar¬ 
rears. 

Around 2,300 people in Dud¬ 
ley have seen their benefits cut 
under the policy introduced by 
the Coalition Government two 
years ago. 

People living in housing associ¬ 
ation or council homes with spare 
bedrooms lost benefits as their prop¬ 
erties were ‘under-occupied’. 

Ministers said the policy was in¬ 
troduced to help free up housing 
stock for larger families but oppo¬ 
nents have slammed it as a draco¬ 
nian measure which is hitting some 
of the most vulnerable people. 

Figures released by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil revealed there are currently 
2,366 people whose benefits have 
been cut because they have at least 
one spare bedroom, with 1,299 of 
these in rent arrears. 

The authority has been working 
to help some of those affected move 
to smaller accommodation, with 273 
having secured new homes between 
April 2013 and March 2015. 

Housing benefit was reduced by 
14 per cent for households with one 
spare bedroom and a quarter for 
two. 

The National Housing Federation 
has said the bedroom tax is ‘heap¬ 
ing misery and hardship’ on families 
who were already struggling. 

Survey 

A survey produced by the group 
last year claimed one in seven fam¬ 
ilies who have been affected were 
facing eviction. 

Former Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks, for Quarry Bank and 
Dudley Wood, said it was ‘inevitable’ 
that people would struggle when the 
measure was introduced. 

The Labour councillor said: “The 
bedroom tax is a misguided and 
unjust tax and it is no wonder the 
whole thing is in a mess. The sooner 
it is abolished the better.” 


Grateful Thomas can play it again

A MUSICAL teenager has 
made a dramatic recovery 
from a condition that left 
him feeling like ‘a hunch¬ 
back’ and forced him to stop 
playing his instruments for 
months. 

Thomas Saddle, aged 14, 
from Halesowen, was diag¬ 
nosed with hyper-kyphosis, 
which causes the spine to 
curve forwards excessively. 
If untreated, it can lead to 
fatal heart and lung prob¬ 
lems. 

The youngsterfrom 
Cherry Orchard Avenue is a 
keen cellist and saxophonist, 
but had to refrain from play¬ 
ing both while he attempted 
to resolve his health prob¬ 
lem. He spent 12 months on 
an NHS waiting list before 
seeing a consultant. 

Thomas and his family 
were told spinal fusion sur¬ 
gery was his only option but 
this involved major risks 
and a long recovery. 

His worried parents 
Claire and Mike decided 
to search for other options 
and discovered a clinic in 
London, Scoliosis SOS, who 
gave Thomas an exercise re¬ 
gime which has led to a dra¬ 
matic improvement. 

Thomas said: “There are 
not any words to describe 
how grateful I am. I no 
longer look like I am tilted 
forward. I feel like a normal 
teenager again, not some 
hunchback boy. 

“If I hadn’t had the treat¬ 
ment I would have been 
facing surgery and be look¬ 
ing at spending the next 
six months practically bed- 
bound. 

Now Thomas has re¬ 
turned to his beloved music. 

He added: “I can forget 
all my worries when playing 
music, without it I just felt 
lost.” 


Chiefs are 
criticised on 
figures for 
oars’ falls 

HEALTH chiefs in Dudley have been 
criticised for failing to cut the number 
of falls which result in people being 
admitted to Accident & Emergency. 

At 2,500, Dudley has the highest 
rate of falls per 100,000 people aged 
65 or over, compared to other councils 
in the West Midlands. 

Officials say that Dudley’s perfor¬ 
mance on falls prevention remains 
‘poor’ in a report to Dudley Council’s 
people service’s scrutiny committee. 

A new strategy is being proposed 
to tackle the issue, including encour¬ 
aging people to improve their bone 
health from an early age through 
physical activity and healthy eating, 
to early detection of those people at 
risk of falling and the provision of 
support. 

Approach 

Councillor Rachel Harris, who 
oversees public health matters in the 
borough, said: “We owe it to the peo¬ 
ple of Dudley to make sure that the 
approach we are taking in helping to 
prevent falls is the right one. 

“The development of a system-wide 
approach to falls prevention — start¬ 
ing from encouraging the whole pop¬ 
ulation to improve their bone health 
from early age, through physical ac¬ 
tivity and healthy eating, to early de¬ 
tection of people at risk of falling and 
enabling them access to appropriate 
interventions in a timely way, across 
all providers and partners — is clearly 
the way forward and makes absolute 
sense.” 

Hippodrome may 
still be rescued 

DUDLEY Hippodrome could still be 
saved from demoliton after six groups 
expressed an interest in redeveloping 
it. 

Parties wanting to take over the 
derelict theatre, last used as a bingo 
hall six years ago, had until this week 
to tell planners they were interested. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, 
cabinet member for planning and 
economic development, said the au¬ 
thority was not yet sure if the schemes 
were viable. Councillor Ahmed added: 
“We will continue to work with these 
groups to see how viable and deliv¬ 
erable their business plans are and 
we will be making a decision on this 
building once and for all by the end 
of the year.” 

A previous plan involving the Rok 
Group fell through.

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Bosses give 
pledge on 
hospital 
transport 

HEALTH bosses vowed to ensure 
guidelines are followed for elderly pa¬ 
tients after complaints over a hospital 
transport service in Dudley. 

Patient-care firm NSL took over the 
service at Russells Hall Hospital in 
April, from previous provider Ambu- 
line. But several patients claimed they 
were told they could no longer receive 
free transport as they were in receipt 
of mobility allowance. 

The firm has since overturned the 
decision after holding discussions 
with a disability support group, Stour¬ 
bridge MP Margot James and Dudley 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG). 

Access in Dudley, which champions 
the rights of disabled people, said NSL 
had been enforcing criteria that had 
never been enforced before. Dudley 
CCG said the ‘criteria and call han¬ 
dler process’ had been reviewed to 
ensure people were not being unfairly 
turned away. Dudley CCG chief ex¬ 
ecutive Paul Maubach said: “There 
are clearly set out national guidelines 
which should be followed.” 

NSL spokesman Luke Allen said: 
“Following discussions with the CCG 
and Access in Dudley we have now 
improved our booking process. We do 
still ask the mobility allowance ques¬ 
tion, however, this is to ensure we 
correctly assess the patient’s needs 
and does not influence the decision to 
provide transport.” 

Miss James said: “I am most im¬ 
pressed with how receptive the CCG 
and NSL have been. It does look firm 
now that people who are entitled to 
assistance will be getting it again.” 


Gas leak blaze 
quickly put out 

FIRE crews were called to a house 
blaze in Wollaston sparked by a leak¬ 
ing gas valve. 

The fire centred on a electric meter 
in the basement of the High Park Av¬ 
enue house. 

Fire crews from Stourbridge and 
Brier ley Hill attended the incident. 

A West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman said: “It was a small fire 
involving a electric meter in the base¬ 
ment of a two-storey house. The fire 
was put out on arrival.” 

He added: “A gas leak was detected 
in the premises and the gas was iso¬ 
lated and the premises were venti¬ 
lated. 

“We had two fire fighters wearing 
breathing apparatus and a gas detec¬ 
tion monitor was also in use.”

£250k church overhaul gets green light 



St Thomas and St Luke (Top Church) 


A £250,000 overhaul of Dudley’s Top 
Church has been given the go-ahead, 
ensuring the historic site can be pre¬ 
served for generations to come. 

The work, partially funded by Her¬ 
itage Lottery cash, is set to take place 
next year and will be carried out in 
three phases at the Grade-II listed St 
Thomas and St Luke Church, in High 
Street. 

As part of the project, walkways 
and ladders will be installed on the 
roof, glass panels added to the main 
doors and one of the site’s 11 windows 
restored. 


Church leaders said the improve¬ 
ments were crucial in ensuring the 
building could be properly maintained 
in the future. 

Dudley Council has approved the 
scheme and cash from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund is set to be finalised in 
December. The fund has agreed in 
principle to provide £169,000 towards 
the project. 

Members of the church will be mak¬ 
ing bids to other funding groups to se¬ 
cure further cash towards the project. 

They said ladders and walkways 
were desperately needed on the roof, 


which cannot be safely accessed at the 
moment, which means scaffolding has 
to be put up around the entire build¬ 
ing if work is required. 

The church is one of the three ear¬ 
liest in the country to use cast-iron 
in its construction, including the 
window frames. But the metal in the 
frames has started to oxidise, posing 
a risk to stonework, and needs to be 
cleaned and restored. 

The window will be totally removed 
so the work can be carried out, and 
if effective could be extended to the 
other 10 windows. 


Children's centres may 
host health services 


EXTRA services will be moved into 
children’s centres across Dudley, as 
part of a shake-up in the borough. 

The changes are coming about because 
the responsibility for commissioning pub¬ 
lic health services for children has trans¬ 
ferred from NHS England to local author¬ 
ities. 

A report presented to the Dudley Council’s 
People’s Service committee sets out options 
to improve the integration of services. Among 
the proposals is locating midwifery services, 
health visitors and family support workers in 
children’s centres. 

A weekly multi-agency safeguarding group is 
also proposed to discuss new ways to improve 
early intervention and ensure referrals into 
children’s social care services are appropriate. 

Moving the registration of new births to chil¬ 
dren centres will also be explored to increase 
the numbers of vulnerable families accessing 
other available services. 

The report states the advantage of the coun¬ 
cil taking over responsibilities is that it has the 
potential to provide a more cost-effective ser¬ 
vice built around individual needs. 

Benefit 

Deborah Harkins, chief officer for health and 
well-being at Dudley Council, said: “The bene¬ 
fit of bringing these services together is to pro¬ 
vide an integrated service with a single point of 
access for children and families. 

“There is a slight variance in roles between 
different providers in supporting children and 
families, so this transfer will enable them to 
work more closely together around families’ 
needs. Pilot sites are still to be decided. 

“The new weekly safeguarding group will 
allow our frontline professionals an opportu¬ 
nity to share intelligence around safeguarding 
issues and fulfil their duty to contribute as part 
of a multi-agency approach. 

“Birth registration at a locality level enables 
new parents to be known to the locality team, 
who can introduce them to local centres and 
services they can access.” 

She added: “This development is in the very 
early stages of consideration. 

“We will consult local communities if it is felt 
there is merit in these proposals before taking 
any final decision on how this provision will be 
shaped.”

I KNOW nothing about rugby, and to be 
frank I find the oval-ball game about as 
interesting as a box set of Downton Ab¬ 
bey. 

But the England team went into this 
World Cup under the slogan “let’s get the 
job done.” 

That’s not a battle cry, it’s an advert for 
a plumbers’ merchant. No wonder they 
were ballcocks. 


MAYBE the story about the Govern¬ 
ment allowing police forces to use devi¬ 
ous, covert methods to snare speeding 
drivers, and then changing its mind fol¬ 
lowing tabloid intervention, should be 
treated with a degree of scepticism. 

But what says so much about Brit¬ 
ain today is the explanation given by 
the Government for dropping the code 
of practice which said cameras only be 
bright yellow and only located at accident 
blackspot. “A Department for Transport 
spokesman said the 2007 rules were out 
of date,” said the report. 

Oh yes, out of date. That time-hon¬ 
oured, catch-all phrase for everyone with 
no other justification for their actions. 
Aside from the fact that the guidelines 
were introduced only eight years ago, 
since when has transport legislation been 
about the whims of fashion? 

There are lots of things about our judi¬ 
cial systems that are out of date. Judges 
wearing wigs, Lords wearing ermine. Ti¬ 
tles like Lord Chancellor and Mr Justice 
Smith. By and large they are harmless, 
and if anything maybe give a bit of gravi- 
tas to the proceedings. 

But rules saying that speed cameras 
should be sensibly located and not hid¬ 
den from view?

If the guidelines do need updating, how 
about adding a requirement that every 
camera should be clearly marked with 
what the actual speed limit is? I know at 
this point the pedants will point out that 
in the absence of a sign to the contrary 
national speed limits apply, which means 
30 in a built-up-area, 60 on a single car¬ 
riageway, and 70 on a double. But why 
not make it easy? They do want people 
to stick to the limits, don’t they? 

Meanwhile, it was revealed at the 
weekend the closure of 28 police stations 
around West Midlands. We all know cash 
is short and cuts have to be made, but 
how can it be right leaving a town the size 
of Dudley without a police station, and 
then spending money on hidden speed 
traps? Maybe they think police stations 
are out of date as well.

GROWING up listening to stories 
about leopards prowling the jungle 
inspired Rama Samaraweera to be¬ 
come a keeper at Dudley Zoo. 

But this love for big cats also got the 
self-taught artist the sack from the Cas¬ 
tle Hill attraction - because he spent 
more time sketching the animals than on 
his zoo duties. 

Now aged 89, he has created three original 
oil paintings for the zoo to say thank you for 
being his ‘art school’ and also to make amends 
for ‘not being the best ever zoo keeper’. 

Birmingham-born Mr Samaraweera, known 
as Sam, began working at the attraction in 
1962, and before getting the elbow became 
fond of many of the animal residents, who he 
loved to study and draw. 

Encouraged 

His love of animals came from his father, a 
doctor and surgeon from Ceylon, now known 
as Sri Lanka, who told him stories about the 
wild animals and encouraged his art. 

He said: “As a four-year-old I drew tigers 
and other animals and was always encouraged 
by my father. 

“Dad trained in the UK and worked as a GP 
in Birmingham, where I was born. He told me 
stories of leopards and elephants in the jungle 
and told me I was an artist and not a doctor. 

“Forty years later I became a self-employed 
artist, having learned to understand the big 
cats and other animals whilst working as a zoo 
keeper at Dudley Zoo. 

“I was soon sacked for spending too much 
time drawing and studying the animals. This 
was my only art school.” 

Mr Samaraweera said he grew a particular 
soft spot for some of the animals during his 


time at the attraction. He added: “I fell in love 
with Grace the giraffe, who took a banana 
from my coat pocket each day with her long 
tongue. 

“I used to walk the cheetahs round the zoo, 
which always caused excitement, and much 


amusement when one lay down and would not 
be budged. It often took two keepers just to 
move it!” 

After leaving the zoo his art career took off, 
leading him to exhibit at the Royal Academy, 
The Society of Wood Engravers, The Graphic 


Society, The Society of Wildlife Artists and 
The Pastel Society. In the 1970s his ‘Clouded 
Leopard’ picture was the biggest-selling print 
in America. 

He said: “After training as a teacher, my 
wife Sue and I went to teach in Jamaica and I 
lectured in art and English literature. 

“Later my publisher and great friend, the 
late John Solomon, gave me my first 

London exhibition, which sold out. John 
then published several prints during the 1970s 
and my painting of a clouded leopard became 
the best-selling print in America. 

“The house we now live in is called Solomon 
House, after John Solomon, and the royalties 
from the leopard print and many others paid 
for our home. 

“John told me I must paint for love and 
never money - and I never forgot this sound 
advice. Like most artists, I am very driven and 
have to go to my studio every day.” 

Mr Samaraweera, who now lives in South 
Wales, wanted to thank the zoo for inspiring 
his career as an artist, which has spanned five 
decades. 

His nephew Phil Brooks, who is head of pho¬ 
tography at Dudley College, delivered the art¬ 
works to the zoo. 

Professional 

“The three pictures are to say thank you to 
Dudley Zoo for inspiring uncle Sam and also 
to try and make amends for him not being the 
best ever zoo keeper. 

“He’s been a professional wildlife painter for 
the last 50 years and to this day credits Dudley 
Zoo as the catalyst for his career. Uncle Sam 
was only at the zoo for a year but he did love 
the animals, especially the big cats. 

“His doctor says it’s the painting which 
keeps uncle Sam young because he gets so 
deeply lost in his work that it puts him into a 
meditative state.” 

Zoo director Derek Grove said: “We are so 
grateful to Sam for giving us these incredible 
pieces of art. “I’m glad he’s enjoyed such a re¬ 
warding career in art after leaving zoo keep¬ 
ing behind and we’ll definitely make sure the 
paintings take pride of place at Dudley Zoo.”

West Midlands some 26,300 
people are looked after in 
residential care and a sim¬ 
ilar number receive care 
packages in their homes. 

The majority of that care 
is from private providers, 
who, according to regional 
figures released by Skills 
for Care - the development 
body for adult social care in 
England - employ a stagger¬ 
ing 125,000 carers. 

It’s an immense work¬ 
force and sadly, like no time 
ever before, is under threat. 

Care businesses in this 
part of the country rely 
heavily on local authorities 
purchasing beds as a pri¬ 
mary income generator. 

Revised regulatory gov¬ 
ernance, government 
austerity measures, the 


Chancellor’s living wage leg¬ 
islation and councils paying 
fees for the last nine years 
that have not tracked the 
real cost of care, now result 
in homes on the verge of 
closure. 

Occupancy across the re¬ 
gion is running at 97 per 
cent. When our homes fail, 
where will we put those who 
are displaced? We have been 
creative and made savings 
to the point where there are 
none left to make without 
compromising Commission 
regulation. 

We are appealing for MPs, 
councillors, local authority 
officers and Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Groups to join 
with us to find a way ahead.

THE kingdom of Mercia ris¬ 
ing up to challenge the ex¬ 
pansionist West Midlands 
Combined Authority has a 
certain romance to it. 

Of course it’s really rather more 
bureaucratic than that. 

The counties of Staffordshire and 
Shropshire don’t see themselves as 
part of what is commonly known as 
the West Midlands, or do they want to 
be left behind to become a leafy meat 
in the sandwich of a Northern Power¬ 
house and a Midlands Engine. 

The rural counties are facing the 
same dilemma that the Black Country 
and Birmingham had a year ago. 

If they do not throw their lot in 
with someone, they risk losing out on 
investment and powers to the likes of 
Greater Manchester. 

Pride 

But they also have their own pride 
and their own identities. Similarly, 
they have their own separate issues. 

Staffordshire is not Birmingham, 
even if many people in some parts of 
it happen to work in the second city. 

So the suggestion by MPs Gavin 
Williamson, Jeremy Lefroy and 
Karen Bradley is for Staffordshire, 
Shropshire, Derbyshire and Notting¬ 
hamshire to join forces in a ‘Mercian 
economic partnership’. 

Mercia is a much nicer name than 
West Midlands Combined Authority, 
or WMCA, which seems to be racing 
ahead, if the leaked document about 


its bid for devolved powers is anything 
to go by. No-one connected with the 
WMCA is allowed to talk about what 
is meant to be a work in progress. 

For a start, until this document 
came to light there was no firm plan 
to accept an elected mayor. 

Now we find the first citizen of the 
West Midlands is not only very much 
on the cards but also set to have the 
power to levy council tax. And there’s 
an ambitious bid for millions of 
pounds of taxpayers’ money to make 
the M6 Toll free to use. 

It might well put paid to any sug¬ 
gestions of reviving the Western Or¬ 
bital Route. But would the Chancellor 
go for it? Nationalising a private com¬ 
pany doesn’t sound particularly Tory. 
Yet if it’s in the powers of a democrat¬ 
ically elected regional mayor, George 
Osborne can wash his hands of the 


whole thing. Another thing we have 
learned is that Telford and Wrekin 
wants in to the WMCA, following Can¬ 
nock Chase and Tamworth. 

The three won’t be full members, 
but rather ‘non-constituent’ ones. 
What that means is a seat at the table 
and voting rights, but no involvement 
in the devolution deal. That leaves 
them free to sign up to the Stafford¬ 
shire MPs’ grand Mercia plan as well. 

It’s all starting to get a little messy. 

There’s also still the issue of a small 
but vocal group of people who feel 
rather cheated that they will not get 
a referendum on the matter. 

And there’s the rub on devolution. 
It’s all meant to be about democracy 
and putting power in the hands of the 
people. But as things stand, every¬ 
one’s going to get what no-one voted 
for.

POLICE smashed through 
the window of a car parked 
at a Dudley hospital fearing a 
baby was locked inside - only 
to discover that it was a doll. 

The doll belonged to 10-year- 
old Janaih Rattray and had been 
left in her sister Delesia’s car at 
Russells Hall Hospital when they 
were visiting their mother.

Call for flag comment apology 
during historian's visit to city 


THE man who branded the Black 
Country flag ‘offensive’ because of 
the connection between chains and 
slavery has been urged to apologise 
when he visits this weekend. 

Historian Patrick Vernon is coming to Wol¬ 
verhampton as part of Black History Month to 
give a talk on the Windrush generation of Car¬ 
ibbean migrants. 

The London-based but Wolverhampton-born 
campaigner sparked fury in July when he 
branded the flag, designed by a 12-year-old Dud¬ 


ley schoolgirl to celebrate the Black Country’s 
industrial heritage, as ‘insensitive’. 

Mr Vernon, who faced calls to hand back his 
OBE after sparking the row, will give a talk at 
Wolverhampton Art Gallery, before presenting 
a film about the life of Jamaican Second World 
War pilot Eddie Martin Noble at the Light 
House Media Centre the same day. 

Sedgley UKIP MEP Bill Etheridge said: “Per¬ 
haps Mr Vernon can take the opportunity to 
learn more about Black Country history and 
understand the real relevance of the chain to the 
flag. It would not be amiss for him to apologise 


for the offence he caused.” Ian Austin, Labour 
MP for Dudley North, said: “Perhaps while he 
is in the Black Country Patrick Vernon will 
see the deep sense of pride that people from all 
backgrounds have and see how this region lit the 
spark that fired the industrial revolution.” 

Mr Vernon, aged 54, said: “I am very famil¬ 
iar with the Black Country industrial heritage 
and history. If local people wish to learn more 
about the slave trade and its links with the 
Black Country, I would encourage them to visit 
the various archives and museums in Dudley, 
Sandwell and Wolverhampton.”

What has helped them are the messages 
of support received via Facebook, where the 
video has been shared more than 48,500 
times. 

Chris said: “We have been overwhelmed 
by the reaction in all honesty.

Peer is tempted to

'I blubbed like a baby 
but I'm still standing' 


A PROUD son has created a touch¬ 
ing video revealing how his father 
defied medics who told him he had 
just one year to live. 

Adrian Webb was diagnosed with 
skin cancer in September 2012 after 
his wife Michelle noticed a mole on 
his back had changed colour. 

In the video Adrian’s son Josh,a 
22-year-old deputy manager at Aldi, 
holds up cards explaining that the 
cancer spread to his father’s lungs, 
spleen, liver, bowel and spine. 

Doctors gave him a year to live, 
but he has beat the odds and has 
now pledged to raise £25,000 for 
Cancer Research UK to help others. 

It initially gives the impression 
Adrian didn’t make his 50th birth¬ 
day this year, but the final clips show 
Adrian walking into shot with a card 
reading ‘Thanks to research - I’m 
still standing’ and he hugs his wife 


and 19-year-old daughter Amelia. 

The music distribution manager 
from Netherton credits trial drugs 
for keeping him alive so far. 

He said: “The consultant said I 
might have as little as 12 months 
left. I blubbed like a two-year-old 
because I thought it was all over. 

“Once I’d stopped blubbing I said 
OK what can you do for me? That’s 
when they said that there might be 
a trial drug option.” 

So far Adrian has been given three 
drugs and been told his cancer has 
shrunk to a trace. He added: “I’m a 
very positive person. I have to see 
my daughter get a degree, I have to 
see both my children get married.” 

The Stand Up To Cancer fundrais¬ 
ing initiative were so impressed with 
the film they have showcased it on 
their Facebook page, where it has 
been viewed more than 5,000 views.

Motorway 
upgrade 
plans are 
‘re-heated’ 

A £1.8 billion package of motorway improve¬ 
ments has been branded as ‘re-heating’ old 
plans announced multiple times over the 
past five years. 

Highways England unveiled 10 projects to cut 
congestion and improve journeys in the West Mid¬ 
lands at an even in Birmingham. 

The schemes include: 

Building the M54/M6/M6 
Toll link road —first an¬ 
nounced in 2003, revived in 
2010 and funding commit¬ 
ted in 2013. 

Constructing two new 
bridges at junction 10 of 
the M6 at Walsall to widen 
the roundabout and create 
four lanes — announced in 
July last year by Chancellor 
George Osborne. 

Upgrading the M6 junc¬ 
tions 13-15 from Stafford 
to Stoke to four lane ‘smart 
motorways’ with variable 
speed limits — first revealed 
in summer 2013. 

M5 improvements be¬ 
tween junctions 5 and 7 — 
announced in December. 

Highways England re¬ 
gional director, Tim Harbot 
said: “These new schemes 
will bring huge improve¬ 
ments to journeys around 
the Midlands. 

Record 

“The Government has 
committed record funding 
to specific transport projects 
here so the Midlands can act 
as a transport hub for the 
entire country. 

“As Highways England, 
we’re delivering that in¬ 
vestment to help to unlock 
billions for the economy by 
increasing road capacity, 
improving the flow of traf¬ 
fic and improving safety 
and accessibility for all road 
users ?? 

But Warley MP John 
Spellar was critical, saying 
many of the schemes had 
been announced at least 
three times in the past year. 

He said: “I am absolutely 
astonished that the trans¬ 
port department and their

companies are continuing 
to re-heat existing proposals 
and give the impression that 
they are new. 

“Good hardy folk in the 
Black Country and West 
Midlands will not be fooled 
by this. We want less talk 
and more action. When will 
they learn?” 

A Highways England 
spokesman said it was the 
first time the company, 
which has replaced the 
Highways Agency in April, 
had discussed details of the 
plans. 

Officials met with suppli¬ 
ers to set out how the money 
will be spent to improve the 
roads. 

In total, £600 million will 
be spent on maintenance, 
including £160m to resur¬ 
face more than 900 miles 
of carriageway, £225m for 
repairing and renewing 
structures like bridges and 
viaducts, and £60m to im¬ 
prove vehicle barriers by 
2020. 

Bosses said they are yet to 
choose what route the M54/ 
M6/M6 Toll link road will 
take.

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Refugees 
are human: 
Ex-target 
of Taliban 

A MAN who fled the tyranny of the Taliban in 
Afghanistan has called on people to remem¬ 
ber that there are human beings behind the 
numbers, in the midst of the Syrian refugee 
situation. 

His comments came in the wake of some coun¬ 
cils in the region asking for guarantees of further 
Government funding before taking on their share 
of 20,000 Syrians due to 
come to the UK. 

The councils’ concerns 
drew sympathy from Ro- 
hulla Yakobi, who was 
tortured in his native Af¬ 
ghanistan when he was just 
12 years old. 

The 28-year-old father of 
two, from Oxley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, came to Britain 
in 2004 and now works with 
the Human Security Centre, 
a think tank in London. 

He said: “It’s entirely un¬ 
derstandable that they may 
resist more people coming 
into their area, given the 
budgetary constraints coun¬ 
cils are going through, par¬ 
ticularly if an asylum seeker 
is not allowed to work and 
contribute. 

“Someone arriving as I 
did will have no sense of 
Britishness and will have to 
find their own way. 

“But I’ve never doubted 
the generosity of the British 
people and I’m delighted to 
be a British citizen myself. 

“When we look at statis¬ 
tics and figures like this we 
do not see the human be¬ 
ings. We forget the human 
side of the crisis.

The restaurant between the island and the M5 slip road 
will create 80 full-time and part-time jobs and will be part 
of the Greene King’s Farmhouse Inn chain. 

The site has previously been earmarked for a hotel and 
casino but both schemes failed to get off the ground. 

The land will now be put into use after Sandwell Council 
gave planning permission to the restaurant scheme. 

Developer St Modwen said work on the building work 
will begin next year. 

The Farmhouse Inns chain of restaurants offer diners 
a daily carvery and are known for their large cakes. The 
scheme also includes a car park with 95 spaces. 

The 13,811 sq ft restaurant will have two entrances to 
accommodate those visiting to enjoy a meal and those using 
only the bar. 

In 2011, planning permission was granted for a casino 
and an 80-bed hotel on the site, which is bounded by the 
A4123 Wolverhampton Road to the south. The £6 million 
project ever got off the ground.

Producing records 
at a rate of knots 


STAFFORDSHIRE may 
well be the greatest coun¬ 
ty in the world for produc¬ 
ing Land Speed Record 
breaking cars. 

The chief engineer at the 
Sunbeam Motor Car Co in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Louis Coatalen, 
was a great advocate of racing, 
and it was his post-First World 
War racing car usually called 
the Sunbeam 350 hp which 
first broke the World Land 
Speed Record (LSR). 

It was powered by a version of 
a V12 Sunbeam Manitou aero en¬ 
gine, and after the famous pilot 
Harry Hawker had crashed it at 
Brooklands, Malcolm Campbell 
took it to the Saltburn Speed Tri¬ 
als and set a world record time of 
138.08 mph, which was not ratified 
because only stop watches were 
used for timing. 

Boulton & Paul of Norwich then 
tested it in their wind tunnel and 
improved its aerodynamics with

a new cowl and streamlined tail. 
Campbell took it to Pendine Sands 
in September 1924, and set an 
official LSR of 146.16 mph. The 
following year he went back, and 
increased his record to 150.87 mph, 
the first car in the world to exceed 
150mph. 

Recently Campbell’s grandson 
drove the newly restored 350 hp 
Sunbeam on Pendine, though at a 
more sedate pace. 

In March 1926 Henry Seagrave, 
one of the other great names in 
speed record attempts, took the 
brand new Sunbeam Tiger racing 
car to Southport sands and raised 
the record to 152.33 mph. 

This car, which had the smallest 
engine ever to hold the LSR, still 
exists in Utah, where it was driven 
at 159 mph in 1990. 

Next, Coatalen produced a pur¬ 
pose-built LSR car for Henry Sea- 
grave to attempt to break the 200 


mph barrier for the first time. Fit¬ 
ted with two 450 hp Sunbeam Mat- 
ablele aero-engines, the lOOOhp 
Sunbeam, aka Slug, achieved 
203.79 mph on Daytona Beach in 
March 1927. 

The baton was now passed to 
Coseley, where Bean Cars built the 
Thunderbolt for George Eyston, 
powered by two 36.7 litre Rolls- 
Royce V12 engines. 

With this car Eyston took the 
record at Bonneville Salt Flats, 
in November 1937 with a speed 
of 311.49 mph. The LSR changed 
hands several times over the next 
few months, with John Cobb in 
competition with Eyston, who 
raised it to 345.49 mph in August 
1938, and finally 357.50 mph in 
September. 

Staffordshire returned to the 
world of speed records in 2006, 
when Uttoxeter’s JCB sent their 
specially commissioned JCB 
DieselMax, powered by two tur¬ 
bo-charged JCB diesel engines to 
Bonneville, and broke the LSR for 
diesel powered-cars at 328.77 mph.

Shrek, The Musical 
Wolverhampton Grand Theatre

INGENIOUS costumes, amazing sets, 
belly laughs throughout and superb 
music - Shrek rules! 

William Steig’s story of an ogre who 
finds love and friendship in a bid to se¬ 
cure his swamp after being overrun by 
ousted fairytale creatures, has trans¬ 
lated brilliantly from the big screen to 
the musical stage. 

Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre 
resounded with roars of uncontrolla¬ 
ble laughter as we were whisked along 
on the road to Duloc and beyond, as 
Shrek and Donkey follow their quest 
to rescue Princess Fiona from the 
clutches of the dragon. 

With a host of new musical numbers 
to provide the narrative - showing off 
the cast’s amazing vocal ability - the 
storyline closely followed the first 
Shrek film with a few hidden extras 
thrown in, to the delight of the crowd. 

Hilarious 

But the production really took off 
when Lord Farquaad was introduced 
into the proceedings. The staging prob¬ 
lem of representing his, erm, ‘limited’ 
stature was dealt with ingeniously, 
with hilarious results. And canny old- 
hand theatre stalwart Gerard Carey 
absolutely makes the most of it, induc¬ 
ing tears of laughter with his antics. 

Certainly the star of the show when 
it comes to the comedy aspect, there 
were many stand-out turns - Bronte 
Barbe as Fiona was top class with an 
amazing voice, and she too showed a 
deft comic touch. 

Dean Chisnall, in the lead, is given 
the hardest job, trying to carry off a 
central acting role while wearing a 
no-doubt cumbersome Shrek suit and 
make-up, but he did well, showing real 
vulnerability when required, both in 
song and acting. 

And Idriss Kargbo had a hard act

the movies, but he acquitted himself 
well, bringing a touch of Cat from Red 
Dwarf with him. 

Ex-Eastender Nigel Harman (re¬ 
member Dennis Rickman?), who won 
plaudits as Farquaad himself in the 
West End, is the director and keeps 
the action ticking over nicely. 

Meanwhile musical director Dave 
Rose is obviously an accomplished 
vocal arranger, as harmonies were 
brilliantly executed and many of the 
characters proved their worth, bring¬ 
ing singing power to blow the audi¬ 
ence away, in particular Christina 
Modestou with her soulful voice for 
Dragon. Mention must be made too 
on the staging, with swift scenery 
changes and amazing sets. 


The supporting cast had to work 
hard taking on multiple roles and at 
no point did I find myself thinking 
we’d seen any of the faces in other 
guises. 

There must have been some su¬ 
per-rapid changes, including three 
people dressed in black bringing to life 
Dragon, as a huge puppet, which was 
remarkably close in appearance to the 
Dreamworks’ movie original. 

It’s an old cliche - something for 
everyone - but on this occasion, one 
that fits the bill. 

And with performances running 
until Sunday, there is still a chance for 
fans to get their fill of fairytales, magic 
and laughter.

PUBS, hairdressers and curry 
houses have dominated the small 
town centre of Bewdley over the 
years. 

At one point you were spoilt for choice if 
you wanted to go for a swift pint, cut and 
blow dry or a spicy dinner. 

But as time has passed and the recession 
has taken hold, some businesses have strug¬ 
gled to stay afloat and have fallen by the 
wayside. 

It seems residents have tightened their 
belts and the Indian restaurants have 
taken a hit. At one point there were four 
restaurants within a 100-metre stretch, and 
a balti. 

The old favourite that has stood the test 
of time is still going strong. The cheap and 
cheerful one, which I’ve never gone to. The 
modern-trying-to-be-posh option which has 
recently shut up shop, as has the bring your 
own booze balti. But then there’s the Vhu¬ 
jon, a contemporary Indian with a stylish 
interior and a mix of traditional and more 
unusual dishes. 

It’s still there, still popular and is always

busy enough to need to book a table on a 
Friday or Saturday night. It has a lively 
buzz with a chatty atmosphere in an inti¬ 
mate setting. Its contemporary furnishings 
make it look clean and fresh, although it 
could probably do with a bit of attention if 
they decide to give it a revamp. 

We didn’t book. We didn’t think it would 
be packed. But for a Wednesday evening 
there was a surprisingly steady flow of din¬ 
ers which made the atmosphere nice. Re¬ 
laxed but vibrant. 

Wine was ordered as we contemplated 
menu. There was a lot to take in - start¬ 
ers, chicken, lamb, beef, seafood and biry- 
ani dishes along with tandoori specialities, 
vegetarian, balti and traditional. There are 
also veggie accompaniments, rice, naans 
and other sundries. 

Of course we ordered poppadoms, a ne¬ 
cessity. They were lovely. Crispy, crunchy 
discs with a slight oiliness. The condiments 
were yummy too. As we were devouring 
them our starter to share arrived - Sabzi 


is real hot stuff 


Labra, a trio of Indian snacks a samosa, 
onion bhajee and mushroom pakora, all of 
which were tasty. Each had a good amount 
of filling and was nicely seasoned. The pa¬ 
kora batter was a bright, eye watering, neon 
orange and could have done with a bit more 
mushroom stuffed inside its glowing coat. 

Once these were done and dusted our 
mains were next. Feeling brave I’d gone for 
the Murgh Chettinad, described as hot and 
spicy chicken cooked with a mix of onion, 
crushed red chillies and cranberries. 

Fiery 

It was hot but not take-off-a-layer-of- 
skin-from-the-roof-of-your-mouth kind of 
blazing. It had an almost sweet and sour 
flavour with the plump, rich cranberries 
giving a sharp taste to the chicken and 
the fiery chilli adding the taste explosion. 
To counteract the fierce heat I’d gone for 
a rather plain but very fluffy and perfectly 
cooked boiled rice along with a wholesome 
chapati to mop up the sauce. 

My friend had gone for a classic chicken 
Madras with mushroom pilau rice. The Ma¬ 
dras, she said, was nice and spicy but not 


at all greasy. We’d also decided on a tarka 
dhall as a side which tasted absolutely di¬ 
vine, a nice smooth texture with a whole¬ 
some lentil flavour and some seasoning we 
couldn’t quite put our fingers on. It comple¬ 
mented the curry and was aromatic with¬ 
out being too overpowering. The mushroom 
pilau was also a hit. 

Neither of us went for the customary 
naan bread as they seemed too heavy 
and filling with all the food we had to get 
through. 

There was no room for dessert, though 
they did have quite a vast selection mainly 
of pre-made ice cream pots along with a 
couple of more traditional options. 

The staff were friendly and attentive 
without being intrusive, kept the table 
cleared and made sure we had everything 
we needed. It’s a very efficient and well- 
oiled machine with fantastic food. 

The bill came with After Eight mints, 
very 70s but welcome to take away the heat, 
along with a little pot of minuscule liquorice 
torpedoes, pretty reasonable at ust shy of 
£45. We decided this is one restaurant that 
certainly curries favour.

Carrie Mathison (Claire Danes). 
When we first met her in 2012, 
she was trying to ascertain 
whether Nicholas Brody, the US 
soldier and PoW, had been 
turned by al-Qaeda and was 
planning an atrocity on American 
soil. When we catch up with her, 
it’s two years since the on/off 
CIA officer’s tenure as 
Islamabad station chief. Series 
five sees her in Berlin, estranged 
from the CIA and employed as a 
German philanthropist’s head of 
security. In episode one, Carrie’s 
peace is threatened when a 
request from her boss forces her 
back towards the dangerous 
world she left behind.

G iven the BBC’s passion for 
Euro thrillers such as Spiral, 
The Killing and Wallander, it 
was inevitable that we’d see more 
dramas mixed the best talent from 
here and there. 

And when it comes to A-list 
Scandinavian talent, you don’t get 
much better than Stellan Skarsgard. 

Okay, some of his dad dancing in 
Mamma Mia may have been 
questionable, but his string of credits, 
from Good Will Hunting and the US 
version of Girl With The Dragon Tattoo 
have helped make him one of 
Hollywood’s go-to guys when 
searching for Swedish talent. 

Here he plays John River, a brilliant 
but troubled police officer, while 
Nicola Walker almost steals the show 
as his late colleague, Detective 
Sergeant Jackie ‘Stevie’ Stevenson, a 
lover of cheesy music and fast food. 

When a murder suspect jumps to 
his death while being pursued by 
River, the pressure and scrutiny that 
surrounds him escalates fast. 

As the investigation into Stevie’s 
murder begins to reveal her deepest 


secrets, our hero has to question 
everything he thought he knew about 
his friend. 

Stellan admits it’s not the easiest of 
dramas to sum up. 

“If it was a normal TV series it 
would be rather easy to tell you about 
it but it’s not and that’s why I’m in it," 
he explains. “You could say it’s a 
crime story on the surface, but it’s 
really more about a person’s 
breakdown or his psychological 
status.” 

All brilliant TV detectives need a 
gimmick, whether it’s Fitz’s gambling 
or Ironside’s wheelchair, and John 
River’s selling point is his fractured 
mental state. 

“We’ve heard a lot about people 
that hear voices, but he actually sees 
those people as well that he’s talking 
to, and very often it is victims of crime 
that pop up and have conversations 
with him. They’re not like ghosts, 
they’re his own creations.” 

Penned by acclaimed writer Abi 
Morgan, one of the brains behind 
Shame, The Iron Lady, and new 
movie Suffragette, her script was a 


key reason the actor signed up. 

“I took the job for her writing 
because it doesn’t look like anything 
else,” explains Stellan. “Her writing is 
not linear. It’s more filled with odd 
impulses. 

“It throws you from one thought to 
another thought in a less organised 
way, and to me that resembles life 
much more than a lot of the writing 
you get which is extremely structured 
and polished and is by the book of 
‘How to Write a Screenplay”’ 

Obviously cast and crew are hoping 
the series proves a hit, but as four of 
Skarsgard’s recent films grossed 
more than $4billion between them, 
and with more helpings of Thor and 
Avengers on the way, finding time to 
make series two might be a little 
tricky. 

However, with a fine supporting 
cast, including Adeel Akhtar as 
Detective Sergeant Ira King; Lesley 
Manville as Chief Inspector Chrissie 
Read, and Eddie Marsan as a killer 
who harasses the eponymous crime 
buster, hopefully this is one River that 
will run and run.

If you’re one of the millions of viewers who have 
spent the past few weeks marvelling over The 
Great British Bake Off, then the likes of Nadiya 
Jamir Hussain, Tamal Ray and Ian Cumming have 
become minor yet worthy TV stars. Chances are 
their skills in the GBBO tent may have inspired you 
to dig out that dusty cake tin and have a go at your 
own adventures in the kitchen. Of course, 
inspiration is one thing, but good, solid guidance 
doesn’t hurt either, and that’s where this series 
comes in handy.

Giving rivals run for money

Kadjar . . . it’s an unusual name 
which will make you think. And 
that’s good for Renault because its 
new model is certainly worth a sec¬ 
ond look. 

For the Kadjar is big brother to the Cap- 
tur, Renault’s first crossover which in three 
years has become Europe’s best-seller in 
the highly competitive b-segment SUV 
market. 

The new car is based on the larger Megane 
platform, as is its close relation the popular 
Nissan Qashai which ironically will be one of 
its main rivals. 

It has chunky yet aerodynamic styling, the 
interior space and practicality of an estate car 
and, on top specification models the option 
of all wheel drive. Plus it has that high, ‘com¬ 
mand’ driving position which is one reason 
SUVs now account for 27 per cent of all sales 
for this size of family car. 

While beauty is in the eye of the beholder, 
the new Kadjar has curvy, contemporary styl¬ 
ing with its origins unmistakable. 

It’s also roomy, with space for five adults (in¬ 
cluding six-footers in the back) plus one of the 
biggest cargo boots in its class. 

But it’s clear Renault, as something of a late¬ 
comer to the market, is once again out to cap¬ 
ture sales from rivals such as the Qashqai and 
Kuga as prices are very competitive. 

There are 18 versions costing from £17,995 
to £21,695 which, like for like model is up to 
£2,000 less than its rivals, and along with a 
thrifty range of engines will also impact on tax 
bills for company drivers. 

When you first get behind the wheel of a 
Kadjar it conveys the feeling that this is a big 
car, and a well equipped one too (starting with 
the utra clear virtual instrument display). 


The seats (back as well as front) are soft and 
sculpted, while the high seating position and 
large areas of glass - including a ‘third row’ 
window in the c-piillar - offer outstanding vis¬ 
ibility, Within seconds, you feel this is a nice 
place to be: it is a ‘feel good’ car. 

There are two diesel options, a 1.6 litre 
130Ps version which packs plenty of punch 
and a 1.5 litre which still performs well on the 
road but is more economical, capable accord¬ 
ing to official figures of averaging 74.3mpg 
with either six-speed manual or automatic 
gearboxes, with a tax-busting 99g/km of C02 
emissions. The 130Ps engine has an advan¬ 
tage for acceleration and overtaking but, on 
two-wheel drive models, still results in an aver¬ 
age 65.7mpg and a low 113g/km of C02. 

You do soon appreciate the hefty 320Nm 
of torque at a low 1,750rpm, which means the 
130Ps-equipped Kadjar pulls strongly in every 
gear for relaxed but satisfying driving. 

Balanced against its greater economy, the 
lower-powered 1.5 litre diesel loses out a little 
on acceleration, but it still does 0 to 62 in under 
12 seconds. Perhaps more relevant to most 
drivers, it cruises at motorway speeds with a 
quiet and relaxed demeanour. 

If you want the four wheel drive option, this 
is only available with the higher specification 
versions and the 130Ps diesel. 

There is a three-position selector button - 
‘auto’ for slippery roads when the electronics 
split the torque between front and rear axles 
according to conditions, ‘lock’ which puts the 
system in full-time four wheel drive if you ven¬ 
ture off-road and the third option of front wheel 
drive only, to save fuel in normal road driving. 

The petrol option sounds tiny for a car of 
this class - just 1.2 litres - but it is Renault’s 
already proven turbocharged power plant, It’s 
been revamped to produce a faster pick-up 
and response, and with 130PS matches the 
typical two-litre, normally aspirated petrol en¬ 
gine of just a few years ago. 

While the Kadjar is relatively tall, with the 


advantages of visibility and ease of access, 
suspension and steering are tuned primarily 
for road use which make it feel as nimble as a 
typical saloon or estate rival. 

There’s no sense that this is an SUV with 
harsh, long travel suspension, and the electric 
power steering is progressively weighed so 
you can turn in with confidence and precision, 
and without any anticipation of unsettling body 
roll. The power steering and big wheel arch¬ 
es allow a tight turning circle of well under 11 
metres, which combined with the all-round vis¬ 
ibility make the Kadjar easy to handle around 
town. 

The car has already been awarded a max¬ 
imum five stars for safety, and comes with a 
range of features from six airbags to stability, 
traction and understeer control systems, hill 
start assist, ABS and emergency brake assist.. 


As you go up the range and price ladder, other 
features such as parking sensors, lane depar¬ 
ture warning and automatic parking assist sys¬ 
tems are available, 

Inside, the Kadjar’s virtual instrument dis¬ 
play are a model of clarity, with all models 
getting a seven-inch touchscreen display for 
audio, communications and other functions 
including navigation, where fitted. 

The 190mm ride height does allow four 
wheel drive Kadjars to venture off hard-surfac- 
es, and 4x4 models also get front and rear skid 
plates to protect the bodywork. 

After its success in the marketplace for 
smaller crossovers, Renault has plenty of rea¬ 
sons to be confident that Kadjar can do the 
same against established rivals in what is, to 
them, a new sector. 

A modern, trendy-looking and roomy car 


with all the attributes that attract such a large 
number of drivers to the SUV sector is a good 
place to start, to say nothing of engines offer¬ 
ing a good balance of performance and econ¬ 
omy. And, of course, that competitive price tag 
which will have some rivals nervously biting 
their nails. 

And Kadjar? Well, after over a century of car 
making it must be a) tough to find a name no- 
one else has used and b) in a global market 
one which doesn’t translate into something 
terribly embarrasing in another language (yes, 
we all know one or two of those). 

So the official explanation is ‘kad’ is inspired 
by quad (something driven by four wheels 
or legs) and ‘jar’ from the French word jaillir 
which means to emerge quickly. 

Hence a word for an agile four wheel drive 
vehicle . . .

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Discoing across France

Make a mental list of the ideal 
car for a couple of weeks - and 
nearly 2,000 miles - of motoring 
through France and you would 
probably not put a Land Rover 
Discovery at the top. 

Too big, too thirsty and not much fun 
to drive might be your leading demerits 
as you mentally pencilled in something 
much smaller and more sensible. 

Well, I would have done precisely the 
same before clambering up (and it is a bit 
of climb) into the Discovery’s cockpit. But I 
would have been wrong in the most pleas¬ 
antly surprising of ways... 

For starters, it’s not too big. A tape meas¬ 
ure shows the Disco looks bigger than it is. 
For instance, a Vauxhall Insignia Tourer es¬ 
tate is longer than this solidly built off-roader 
and only a couple of inches less wide. 

And the Disco comes with a couple of ad¬ 
vantages that other 4x4s tend to share and 
which makes owners love them for their sur¬ 
prising everyday practicality. 



Building them tall and square makes them 
easier to steer a path through both urban 
jungle and the real thing, should you go 
off-roading in deepest Borneo. Not that, at 
£59,970 for this priciest version, you’d ever 
want to. 

Then, thanks to an optional £740 pack on 
the test car, a clever tweak with a couple of 
tiny cameras made things easier still. They 
show where the front wheels are in relation to 
the kerb, so approaching a French autoroute 
toll booth on the ‘wrong side’ was a simple 
matter of keeping an eye on the dashboard 
screen. 

Bright sunlight sometimes blotted out the 
image but mostly it worked well and saved 
potential contact between the Discovery’s 
handsome (and expensive) 20ins alloy 
wheels and hard bits of roadside France. 

So, the car did not feel too big. Certainly 
not too big for all the luggage two people 
need (apparently) for a couple of weeks in 
France, which almost filled the huge boot but 
left enough space for a stop at Calais for - 
you’ve guessed - a box or two of wine. 

Not too big to fit comfortably into the giant 
hold of P&O’s Spirit of Britain which took us 
across the Channel and back and made the 
journey feel like a proper holiday. 

Then, to the thirst of the engine which has 
to pull one of the heaviest cars you can buy. 
The Discovery’s immense off-road strength 
is down in part to a chassis built like a tank 
and the whole caboodle weighs an immense 
2570kgs - or more than two-and-a-half times 
the weight of a Ford Fiesta. 

That means the 3.0 litre diesel has to work 
for a living, which made the 31.6mpg record¬ 
ed over more than 1,900 miles of holiday 
travel look the right side of reasonable. Fac¬ 
tor in the cheapness of diesel in France, at 
about 82p a litre and the Discovery was hit¬

ting a UK wallet at the equivalent of about 
43 miles to the gallon. Result, I’d say. 

The engine also contributes to the 
easy-going nature of the car, slurring 
smoothly through the eight-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox and providing the sort of 
mid-range pull that could easily surprise 
a dawdling Frenchman (and did, once or 
twice). 

Riding high and carrying all that weight 
is no recipe for grand prix-style road man¬ 
ners but the Discovery made mincemeat 
of the deliciously empty and smoothly sur¬ 
faced highways of France - and side roads 
almost comically good to explore in com¬ 


parison to poor pockmarked, overloaded 
Britain. 

Two more aids to stress free jaunts 
abroad are found by digging gently into 
the dashboard display where, with a few 
clicks of the button on the steering wheel, 
the digital speed display switches to kilo¬ 
metres an hour and the headlights set 
themselves to dip on the ‘French’ side of 
the road. 

Two weeks after first stepping up into the 
Discovery I was sad to see it go - here is 
a car that genuinely exceeded my expec¬ 
tations by a country mile - or a French 
kilometre.

continents

Adventure bikes are very much model of 
the moment (or perhaps even the decade) 
as more and more riders opt for this type of 
machine - and manufacturers chase sales 
by creating more and more choice. 

We can all speculate on the reasons. There was 
Ewan McGregor and Charlie Boorman’s round the 
world trip, or (visit any bikers’ cafe) and it seems 
the ‘average’ biker is, erm, more mature these days 
and appreciates comfort rather than ultimate perfor¬ 
mance. 

Adventure bikes are almost universally taller than the 
average bike, offering excellent views and comfortable, up¬ 
right riding positions on large, soft seats. 

There’s the extra ground clearance, too, for off-road 
capability although I’m not sure how many riders actual¬ 
ly tackle anything like Boorman and McGregor’s ‘Road of 
Bones.’ 

Honda’s stable currently holds five adventure machines, 
from a 250 to a 1200, and there’s a sixth, an all-new, more 
powerful Africa twin on the way. 

The flagship is the £12,399 Crosstourer which can truly 
be described as unique: it’s the only adventure bike with 
V4 power with arguably the most sophisticated motorcycle 
gearbox on the market - a six speed, dual clutch auto simi¬ 
lar to that made popular by a German car brand. 

Both, in their way, contribute to the sort of relaxed riding 
experience you’d expect of an adventure bike crossed with 
a tourer and intended for long distances rather than a blast 
to the local cafe. 

The Crosstourer is based on the VFR1200, albeit with 
longer travel suspension, larger wheels and dual purpose 
tyres typical of the adventure breed. The engine is also re¬ 
tuned, producing less overall power (still a more than ad¬ 
equate 127bhp) but more torque at lower engine speeds 
(126Nm at 6,500rpm). Indeed, the sheer muscle available 
at low engine speeds is a notable characteristic of this bike 
- it’s impressively responsive from the moment you open 


the throttle but the power delivery is smooth and progres¬ 
sive. 

I didn’t get a chance to try it, but it does convey the feel¬ 
ing that the addition of a pillion passenger and luggage 
just wouldn’t phase the Crosstourer at all. Well, that is what 
it’s built for. 

I’ve used Honda’s gem of a gearbox before, on smaller 
bikes, but it really does suit this V4 behemoth very well in¬ 
deed. You have two settings - drive, which is designed for 
economy and the more responsive ‘sport’ mode. The latter 
is better suited to the twisty bits, as closing the throttle will 
cause downchanges as you set up for a corner. 

Or you can use the up/down buttons on the left grip with 
thumb or finger to select gears manually. The changes are 
very smooth indeed, and the system is actually quicker 
than most riders could achieve with a conventional clutch 
and toe lever. One of the benefits of shaft drive means no 
chain ‘snatch’ either. 

Convert 

To a traditional biker it seems almost counter-intuitive to 
rely on an auto (remembering those CVT scooters of our 
past) but this is a very different kettle of fish. Having now 
ridden bikes of greatly varying performance with this sys¬ 
tem, I am very much a convert. 

Switchable traction control and Honda’s combined brak¬ 
ing system with ABS are there to enhance stability under 
acceleration and braking, even on poor road surfaces. 

The Crosstourer is undoubtedly a big bike: I confess its 
seat height of 850mm put it on the edge of rideability for a 
5ft lOins pilot like me. 

At 275kg it’s not lightweight, either, but once on the 
move, even at crawling pace, it doesn’t really make itself 
known. Indeed, this Honda is perhaps one of the most 
well-balanced and stable bikes to ride at low speeds in 
traffic, particularly for filtering. 

You wouldn’t expect a machine so tall and heavy to han¬ 
dle with the flickability of a sports bike, but it requires little 
physical effort to sweep majestically through the bends 
without feeling top-heavy. 

The instruments include digital speedo and tachometer 
plus (pretty important for an auto) a gear indicator and a 
comprehensive trip meter. Based on its readout I averaged 


between 43 and 44mpg with the Crosstourer, which means 
a reasonable range with its 21.5 litre fuel tank. 

You sit tall and with a straight back between the wide 
bars, and on a particularly soft and well-padded seat. The 
standard screen (a taller option is available) together with 
the bikini fairing offers plenty of protection from the ele¬ 
ments, and handguards are standard. 

The pillion passenger gets a nicely proportioned seat, 
too, along with grab handles and a luggage rack is also 
fitted as standard. A range of luggage is on the options list. 
The Crosstourer is one of a kind, and it’s a bike designed 


to ‘go the distance’. Whether or not users venture off-road 
(I would imagine its weight would make it a bit of a handful 
for many on rough ground) it is a consummate touring ma¬ 
chine which offers a different experience to the VFR1200 
on which it is based. 

Everything about it, from the extra mid-range grunt of the 
fuel-injected V4 and that superb auto transmission to the 
excellent riding position, make it the sort of bike to just eat 
up the miles on motorways or mountain roads. It’s about 
real-world performance combined with long-distance com¬ 
fort for the sort of bike to cover continents.

Package 
that does 
not fail to 
impress

I dislike being asked for personal recom¬ 
mendations on what cars friends should buy. 
Most of the time you ask them for a ‘wish’ list 
to assess what you believe would be the ide¬ 
al, or near ideal, package to suit their needs 
and there’s usually something that they don’t 
like with the cars you suggest. “What?” is 
the exclaimed response, “I could never drive 
that.” And the reason is usually down to the 
badge on the bonnet. Not what you get for 
the money. 

And that badge on the bonnet is usually down to 
the price they are prepared to pay. Yes, they could 
have a more prestigious car if they were prepared or 
could afford to pay several thousand pounds more. 
But in all likelihood they wouldn’t necessarily get a 
better vehicle, they would merely massage their own 
snobbery. 

The one exception to all this is in the executive or perfor¬ 
mance car brackets. In both you have to fork out to get what 
you want. 

However on rare occasions friends have reacted far more 
favourably if I have suggested, say a Kia, Skoda or Suzuki. 
And if they have actually got behind the wheel to test one 
out they have usually bought. So it was with three friends 
who tried out Hyundai and were totally won over. One is 
even on her third now. 

Top of my current list for personal recommendation in the 
mid-sized/company car bracket is the latest i40 which more 
than gives opposition such as the Mondeo and Passat a run 
for their money. In fact, I gave a motoring writer colleague, 
who hasn’t been behind the wheel of a Hyundai lately, a 
lengthy lift in one recently and he was genuinely surprised at 
the quality, ride and performance - not to mention the price. 
And he is a man who is not easily pleased when judging 
four wheels. 

There’s a choice of four trim levels - S, SE, Nav, SE (Nav 
Business and Premium) - with three engines available that 
benefit from Hyundai’s efficient Blue Drive technologies - a 
1.7-litre diesel with an output of 115PS with six speed man¬ 
ual transmission, a 1.7-litre diesel with an output of 141 PS 
and six speed transmission and a 1.7-litre diesel engine de¬ 
livering up to 141 PS with seven speed DCT. 

Features 

This year’s upgrade also includes refreshed styling with 
a new front grille and front bumper with reshaped front and 
rear lights, new transmission, improved ride and handling 
and a number of new safety and convenience features. 

Prices start at £19,600 for the entry level S trim on the 
i40 saloon, which includes standard features such as 16in 
alloy wheels, Bluetooth connectivity, air conditioning, leath¬ 
er-wrapped steering wheel, automatic headlights with dusk 
sensor and steering wheel audio with telephone controls. 

The SE Nav trim level is new and includes standard fit¬ 
ment of Hyundai’s capable touchscreen satellite navigation 
with rear view parking camera and parking guidance sys¬ 
tem. Priced from £21,600, the SE Nav adds to the S-model’s 
specification with DAB radio, auto-dimming rear-view mirror, 
climate control with auto defog, heated front seats, LED 
front fog lights and a seven-speaker sounds system. This 
trim level can be enhanced further in the SE Nav Business 
model, from £23,100, with keyless smart entry with start/ 
stop button and driver’s seat memory function. 

The range topping Premium models, start at £25,600, fea¬ 
ture 18in alloy wheels, panoramic sunroof with electric tilt 
and slide, luggage net, super vision instrument cluster with 
LCD colour display and lane departure warning. 

As standard, all i40s get seven airbags, electronic brake- 
force distribution, an electronic stability programme, hill 
start assist and a tyre pressuring monitoring system, while a 
lane departure warning system with lane keep assist comes 
with Premium trim. The i40 performed well in the Euro NCAP 
crash safety tests, getting a maximum five-star rating. 

I spent a week in the SL SE Nav 1.7 CRDI 141 PS saloon 
and covered just about every type of road from lanes to the 
rich man’s motorway (the M6 toll road!) and filled it up with 
friends for a night out to see how it performed when loaded 
up. 

My only adverse comment was the boot access and size 
but we all have to compromise from time to time. 

Instrumentation was intuitive and didn’t need you to reach 
for the instruction manual very often, plus it was a quality 
finish as were areas like the door finish, seat coverings and 
steering wheel. 

What’s not to like about a package that gives you all that 
for prices starting at less than £20,000?

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Motorhome adventure

Earlier this year I enjoyed my 
first experience at the wheel of 
a motorhome. Never one to do 
things by half, I opted for a rath¬ 
er sizeable vehicle for a novice - 
the Swift Lifestyle 686. 

Coach-built utilising the new gener¬ 
ation Fiat Euro 5+ Chassis Cab, the 
130bhp/ 2.3 litre engine provided plen¬ 
ty of pulling power for the close to sev¬ 
en metre in length motorhome. 

I found the Lifestyle 686 surprisingly easy 
to manoeuvre. Its power steering is light and 
responsive and the gear ratios very similar 
to my own car, with the added bonus of a 
sixth gear. 

There is a rear window, but if you do ever 
find yourself at the wheel of a motorhome, 
I can’t recommend enough the brilliant op¬ 
tional extra that this model had. 

A rear camera acts as the mirror. The 
image, super-imposed over the actual rear 
view mirror, provided a natural feeling of 
added safety. 

There is of course, as you would expect 
these days, a reversing camera too. 

The updated 2015 model comes with a 
host of additional features including running 
lights and a new smart construction with a 
strong, moisture proof PURe polyurethane 
timberless framed body shell. 

A new fully integrated touch screen con¬ 
sole has a great satellite navigation system 
as well as DAB radio, CD and MP3 player 
with bluetooth. The DAB aerial is concealed 
in the mirror. 

Drivers will be delighted to hear that the 
captain’s chairs have integrated headrest, 
wider backrest, better side support and im¬ 
proved seat comfort. 


I was particularly taken by the aesthetics 
of the 686. It’s new metallic black cab and 
colour coded bumper give it a sleeker ap¬ 
pearance, easily distinguishing it from the 
passing ‘white-van man’. 

For added comfort, automatic cab air-con¬ 
ditioning is included and the tyre pressure 
monitoring system is sure to become a must 
have. 

Add to the mix an external shower point - 
ideal for muddy boots - and barbecue point, 
for those wanting to eat out in style, and you 
have a fantastic vehicle ready for all occa¬ 
sions. 

Contemporary 

The Lifestyle 686 has a superb interior. 
Finished in tasteful biscuit and cream hues, 
when dressed in its daytime mode it is remi¬ 
niscent of a contemporary static caravan. 

To the front of the vehicle, situated just be¬ 
hind the cab, a kitchen area includes fridge 
with small freezer box, microwave, oven and 
hob. 

Opposite is a dining area, ideal for four 
people. To the rear is the lounge, with ample 
space for the 686’s maximum occupancy of 
six. 

An additional table means you have dining 
options to the front and rear of the vehicle. 

As you would imagine, storage space is 
cleverly integrated throughout, with nooks 
and crannies, plus under-seat compartments 
allowing you to take plenty of clothing on 
your adventures. 

The bathroom is a good-size, with a 
moulded shower and vanity wash basin and 
chemical toilet adding to the comfort of any 
off-the-beaten-track stay. 

And speaking of such things, the dispos¬ 
al of the chemical toilet waste - and indeed 
waste water from showering and washing 
the dishes - is both discreet and easily done. 

My children were big fans of the awning.

The winding mechanism and easy to con¬ 
struct legs gave the 686 added kudos, 
making it twice as wide on completion and 
way more versatile. 

We found converting the 686 at night 
time easy too. If you need to sleep six there 
is space for two above the cabin and two 
further double beds can be converted from 
the dining area seats and lounge area. 

Privacy can be added using a combina¬ 
tion of blinds and curtains. 


With so much to offer it truly is a great 
choice for families looking to hit the road 
for many a motorhome adventure.

OWNERS of Cradley Heathens 
speedway club have made a 
desperate plea for new man¬ 
agement to take over and save 
it, announcing they are step¬ 
ping down.

Mr Pearson is a broadcaster with Sky Sports 
and talkSPORT while Mr Van Straaten owns the 
Wolves speedway team. 

The Cradley Heathens have been thwarted by 
an on-going search for a permanent home after 
losing their home track in Dudley Wood two dec¬ 
ades ago. 

While there has often been much speculation 
about a new base nothing has every manifested 
and the Heathens have have to share a venue 
with Birmingham. 

This season the club has been riding at Bir¬ 
mingham’s Perry Barr Stadium after a deal to 
race in Wolverhampton ended. 

It had been hoped plans for an enterprise zone 
next to the M5 close to Junction 3 could provide a 
new long-term base. 

But the proposals were dropped following a 
fierce backlash from campaigners who feared part 


of the green belt would be swallowed up. That 
seems to be the same old story for the nomadic 
club. 

The club had also been exploring possibilities 
at a site near Merry Hill shopping centre, which 
also fell through. 

Following the announcement this week, a 
meeting has been arranged with the interim 
board of the newly-formed Heathens Supporters 
Trust to discuss the situation. 

Mr Pearson will also meet with officials at Dud¬ 
ley Council later this month to discuss a future 
home for the club he has supported for many 
years. 


He added: “We have been going six years since 
we revived and it has been a wonderful time.

“I do hope enough people care enough about 
this club and step forward and take the club for¬ 
ward and that this is not the end. 

“We will offer all the help and support to an¬ 
yone who comes forward and we will go to the 
meeting with the council regardless,” added Mr 
Pearson. 

“I will even be there at home matches to make 
sure it is a smooth handover. Hopefully this will 
not be the end.”
